UMFA  DOCENT  HISTORY:  Fall  1976-Spring  1977 


The  Utah  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  Docent  Group  had  its  beginnings  in  a  meeting 
held  in  the  Fall,  1976.  Ann  Day,  Museum  Educator,  and  Jean  Mueller,  Development 
Officer,  met  with  volunteers  interested  in  serving  the  Utah  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

The  need  for  docents  had  been  announced  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  Volunteer 
Corner. 

Ann  Day  was  hired  as  Curator  of  Education  in  April  1976  when  the  need  was 
seen  for  a  museum  educator  "...to  make  the  Museum  and  its  programs,  and  also  the 
University  better  known  to  the  state  at  large.”  (see  attached  letter).  At  that  time 
Ann  Day  was  Director  of  Education  at  Waterloo,  Iowa  Arts  Center  and  Vice¬ 
chairperson  of  Federal/State  Partnership  Program  Panel  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

According  to  Ann  Day,  “It  struck  me  that  the  greatest  single  aid  to  forming  a 
corps  of  docents  was  the  fact  that  the  Museum  was  a  part  of  an  art  department 

which  could  provide  docents  with1  the  instruction  necessary  and  the  incentive  of 
University  credit."  The  art  department  agreed  to  providing  this  help,  and  the 
docent  training  program  was  in  operation  by  early  1977. 

The  first  course  was  Dr  Lennox  Tieney  s  “Survey  of  Art  History”  taught  in 
the  University  Department  of  Art  History.  In  addition  docents  met  on  Thursdays 
with  Ann  Day  for  instructions  on  touring.

The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  serves  two 
major  publics:  the  students  and  faculty  of 
the  University  community  and  the  diverse 
population  of  the  city  and  state.  The 
Museum  offers  many  education  services, 
making  it  a  genuine  resource  to  the  com¬ 
munity  and  state.  These  services  are  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts,  Washington,  D.C.,  the  Utah 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  the  Utah 
Arts  Council,  the  Salt  Lake  Council  for 
the  Arts,  and  private  individuals  through 
-  membership  in  |hp!SQciety  of  Museum 
Associates.  ‘  " 


The  important  public  services  of  the 
Museum’s  Department  of  Education, 
:  .  under  its  curator,  Ann  Day,  are: 

Museum  on  the  Road.  A  series 
of  1 5  to  20  travelling  exhibits  from  the 
collections  of  the  Museum  are  available, 
free  of  charge,  to  other  university  galleries, 
churches,  libraries,  schools,  arts  councils, 
and  other  organizations.  The  MUSEUM 
ON  THE  ROAD  exhibits  have  been  seen 
in  over  115  sites  in  the  state  and  12  sites 
f^ntthe  region,  including  new  engagements 
the  U diversity  ortheru  Iowa  Art 
^Gallery,  and  Eastern  Montana  College  in 
Billings.  Each  exhibit  is  accompanied  by 
educational  background  material. 


Teacher  Resource  Center.  A 

new  program,  the  Teacher  Resource  Cen¬ 
ter,  makes  available  to  teachers  100  ob- 
s  from  the  Museum’s  collection  for 
use  in  the  classroom.  The  objects  available 
H  include  prints,  drawings,  paintings,  sculp- 
textiles,  and  ceramics,  which  are 
ed  on  a  short-term  basis. 


The  Teacher  Resource  Center  program 
will  offer  a  summer  course  to  help  teach¬ 
ers  develop  the  curriculum  materials  and 
techniques  necessary  for  utilization  of 
these  resources  in  the  classroom. 

Museum  Experience  For  Sen- 
tor  Citizens.  A  new  program  of  tours, 
lectures,  and  receptions  for  Senior  Citizens 
has  been  organized  with  partial  funding 
by  the  Salt  Lake  Arts  Council  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  Utah  Division  of  Aging. 
Free  bus  service  is  provided  to  senior 
citizen  homes,  recreation  centers,  and 
apartment  complexes  to  bring  people  to 
the  Museum  every  second  Monday  even¬ 
ing  of  the  month. 

In  addition,  slide  lectures  on  the  Mu¬ 
seum’s  collections  are  given  in  nursing 
homes  by  the  Museum  staff,  after  which 
handicapped  seniors  are  brought  to  the 
Museum  by  ambucar. 

Docent  Training  Course.  A  do¬ 
cent  training  program  has  been  designed 
in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Con¬ 
tinuing  Education.  Thirty  volunteers  are 
currently  enrolled  in  this  University  credit 
art  history  offering,  most  of  whom  will 
assist  Museum  staff  with  tours  of  school 
children  and  adults  in  the  near  future. 

Public  Information.  The  Curator 
of  Education  gives  many  talks  to  a  wide 
range  of  meetings  in  the  community:  PTA 
groups,  social  and  educational  groups, 
continuing  adult  education  classes,  and 
many  church  organizations.  These  talks 
include  art  history  discussions  supported 
by  slides  of  the  Museum  and  its  collec¬ 
tions.  Annually,  the  Museum  staff  guides 
over  8,000  school  children  through  the 
Museum’s  galleries  and  special  temporary 
exhibits.
